NEW POSTAL REGULATIONS. 


The changes in the new postal regula- 
tions, in so far aa they relate to the peo- 
ple in the Territories, are as fotlows:— 

1. The registration fee upon letters 
and all matter tranamissible Ly mai! 
within the Dominion of Canada or to 
Newfoundiand, Great Britain or United 
States will be fire cents, to be prepaid by 
stamp. Al! classes of matter posted in 
and addressed to Canada may be regis- 
tered. ° 

2. The rate of postage on letters pas- 
sing from oue postofiice to another within 
the Dominion or to United States is three 
ernts per ounce or fraction thereof, to be 
prepaid by postage stamp. 

3. The postage on “drop” letters, that 
is letters posted and delivered at the 
same office, is one cent per ounce, to te 
prepaid Uy postage stamp, except in cases 
where there is delivery by letter carriers, 
when the rate is two ceuts per ounce. 

The act also provides that in rural dis- 
tricte the ordinary postage stamp may 
be used for registration.
